Officers who receive forage allowance will not be entitled to the above rates of extra pay or travelling 
allowance for any duties which do not take them beyond the radius of 20 miles from their stations. 

In cases where the duty extends beyond the radius of 20 miles, and to which the new rates ave applicable, 
the whole distance is to he allowed without the deduction of the 20 mileB referred to.
